Pork Chop Justice 


Much has been said and written in recent years | 
about unfairness, selfishness, pork chopism, dict 
atorship, ‘many other adjectives describing var- 

ious decisions and actions taken by the Florida | 
Senate, controlled by the small county bloc, | 
otherwise called the pork chop gang. 

It, therefore, must have come as a shock to 
some South Florida citizens and particularly the 
members of the Republican party, when this 
group over-ruled Governor Bryant recently, and | 
reinstated Sheriff Kellenberger to his office as 
sheriff of Palm Beach County. 

It is all the more remarkable because the Sen- 
ate traditionally has upheld Governor’s suspen- 

sions as a matter of course. Suspensions are nor- | 
mally acted upon at regular sessions and behind 
closed doors in executive session. The public has | 
no way of knowing how individuals voted and the 
Senators usually keep silent on the results. 

All reports indicate the hearing was held on 
a high level before a Senator Committee of five 
senators. The evidence was weighed fairly and 
a recommendation to reinstate the sheriff was 
made to the full Senate body. The decision was 
in favor of reinstating. It is therefore ressuring 
to know that the Senate is not ogres as they have 
been painted, and are not backward in upholding 
individual's rights, should they feel they have 
been infringed upon.

The major item in the ship- 
ment is the Florida special side 
dump field trailer.

The equipment is 
capable of loading 1,000 tons 
of cane in a normal working 
day. `
